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(54) PORTABLE COMPUTER 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To effectively utilize a portable radio 
telephone set and a portable computer by making the 
portable radio telephone set attachable to and 
detachable from the portable computer containing a 
modem. 

CONSTITUTION: The portable computer 1 consists of a 
computer main body 2 and a telephone case 3 as the 
portable radio telephone storage body containing the 
portable radio telephone set 8; and the telephone case 3 
can be attached to and detached from the computer 
main body 2, which has a display device 4 arranged at 
the center part on the top surface of the computer main 
body 2 and also has a speaker 5 and a microphone 6 
arranged in corners on a diagonal across the display 
device 4. Further, a FAX modem 7 is incorporated in the 
right corner of the computer main body 2 and a 
transmission/reception terminal hole 2a for the portable 
radio telephone set 8 is bored in the inner flank of the 
computer main body 2; and the portable radio telephone 
set 8 has a transmission/reception terminal 8f arranged 
and is connected by a connection cable 13. 
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[Title of the Invention] PORTABLE TYPE COMPUTER 
[Abstract] 

[Object] A portable radio telephone is detachably mounted 
on a portable type computer incorporating a modem therein, 
thereby to realize the effective use of the portable radio 
telephone and the portable type computer. 

[Construction] A portable type computer 1 comprises a 
computer body 2 and a telephone case 3 which is a case body in 
which a portable radio telephone 8 is cased. The telephone case 
3 is detachably mounted on the computer body 2 . The computer 
body 2 includes a display device 4 disposed at the center on the 
front face, a speaker 5 and a microphone 6 respectively disposed 
at the corners of opposite ends of a diagonal line across the 
display device 4, a FAX modem 7 incorporated in the right hand 



corner of the computer body 2, and a terminal opening 2a is 
provided at the left top side of the computer body 2, for 
transmitting and receiving signals between the portable radio 
telephone 8 . The portable radio telephone 8 includes a signal 
transmission/receiving terminal 3f which is connected with the 
terminal 2a by a connection cable 13. 



PERTINENT DESCRIPTIONS

[Means for Solving the Problems] 

The portable type computer according to this invention is 
to solve the above described problems of prior art, by combining 
the computer body and the portable radio telephone. The 
invention is characterized in that a transmitting/receiving 
terminal is disposed on the computer body for communicating with 
the portable type radio telephone having a transmitting/receiving 
terminal, a case body for casing the portable type radio 
telephone is provided, a detachable mount mechanism is disposed 
on the computer body for engaging with an engaging portion 
provided on the portable radio telephone case body, a FAX modem 
is incorporated in the computer body for making transmitting and 
receiving signals between the portable radio telephone, and a 
display device is disposed on the computer body for displaying 




the transmitting/receiving information of the portable radio 

telephone. 

[0005] 

Another feature is that the engaging portion provided on the 
case body is provided directly on the portable radio telephone 
body itself so as to be detachably mounted on the computer body. 
[0006] 

The computer body includes a speaker and a microphone, and 
when the portable radio telephone is mounted on the computer 
body, transmitting/receiving of voice can be made by the speaker 
and the microphone. 
[0007] 

The speaker and the microphone are disposed at the corners 
at opposite ends of a diagonal line across the computer body. 
[0008] 
[Operation] 

The portable radio telephone case body having the engaging 
portion is engaged with the detachable mount mechanism of the 
computer body, the portable radio telephone is cased in the case 
body, and the transmitting/receiving terminals respectively 
disposed on the cased portable radio telephone and the computer 
body are connected by a connecting cable. With the portable type 
computer comprising the portable radio telephone and the computer 
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body, a command is written on the computer body using an input 
pen to activate a transmission software such as a computer FAX, 
a personal computer and the like, thereby it is possible to make 
transmitting/receiving data by the computer FAX or the personal 
computer from the portable radio telephone via the FAX modem 
incorporated in the computer body. When the portable radio 
telephone case body is detached from the computer body, the 
computer body can be used as a conventional portable computer in 
a single unit. The portable radio telephone can be used as a 
single telephone unit by removing it from the case body. A 
portable radio telephone commercially available on the market may 
be used for the portable radio telephone cased in the case body. 
In this case, the shape of the case body is made to match the 
shape of the commercially available portable radio telephone. 
[0009] 

The case body for the portable radio telephone is essential 
for connecting the commercially available portable radio 
telephone with the computer body. However, the engaging portion 
for engaging with the computer body which is the same as the one 
provided on the case body may be directly provided on the 
portable radio telephone. Then, the case body is not required 
for the portable radio telephone having the engaging portion for 
engaging with the computer body. 
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[0010] 

The provision of the speaker and the microphone makes it 
possible to speak without removing the portable radio telephone 
from the computer body. 
[0011] 

By disposing the speaker and the microphone at the corners 
at the opposite ends of the diagonal line across the computer 
body, an output voice from the speaker is suppressed so as not 
to be inputted into the microphone. 
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
